This 
while not n very long trip, Is a very 
rough one, as It ts almost Invarlabl 
rough crossing the channels betweo 
Oahu and Molokai and the channe 
between fylauT and Hawaii and alar 


nished with a first class guide to di- 
rect our slops over tho Immense field 
of lava to the binning lake, throe and 
a halt miles from the hotel. The area 
of f l i i K crater is nearly four and a hall 
square miles and the walls 100 to 500 
feet high, has a floor of lava seamed 
with gaping cracks, and here and 
there mounds and caves. I went into 
Iwo caves, but the heat was so intense 
one could only just enter tho mouth. 
I got some very fine specimens of lava 
from these caves.

I left the hotel the next morning at

iide ol the mountain to Honuapo, thir- 
y-eight miles and took the inter-island 
steamship Mauna Loa at 3:00 p. m. 
and arrived In Honolulu at daylight 
the second day following, thoroughly 
satsfied with my. trip. Before leaving 
Hilo for the mountain I was tendered 


a Hawaii Luau, by Mr. and Mrs. 


Maby and family, people to whom I 
had a letter of introduction. 
A luau is 


a native Hawaiian dinner, everything 
cooked and served n Hawaiian style, 
a greater part or their dishes are 
cooked in ti leaves which are very 
similar in shape to our tea leaves, 
only very large. 
Of course, knives, 


forks and spoons are not used at these 
dinners. While t am not in the habit 
of eating that way, I can assure my 
friends that I soon learned and did 
not leave the table hungry. 
I could 


eat all the native dishes except pol,

The coming coronation of Edward 


VII. is naturally suggestive of the time 
when Americans weiffc called upon to 
do honor to the last American klug, 
George III., who was crowned on Oct. 
25, 17GO. Harvard college, which soon 
afterward was to take so influential a 
part in the struggle for independence, 
was In 17(»0 still loyal to the British 
sovereign and on that one occasion fol- 
lowed the time honored custom of the 
English universities by transmitting to 
the new ruler a printed volume of con- 
gratulatory Latin, Greek and Englisl 
verse. 


The suggestion for the volume, how- 


ever, came from Francis Bernard, the 
newly arrived royal governor, who of- 
fered members and recent graduates ,>f 
the college six prizes of a guinea each 
for the best Latin oration, the best 
Latin poem in hexameters, the best 
Latin elegy in hexameters and pcntani 
eters, the best Latin ode, the best Eng- 
lish poem in long verse and the best 
English ode. 


With this incentive the poets of Cam- 


bridge went to work, and two years 
after tho coronation the volume (Mill- 
tied "I'ietas et Gratulatio." <>r\ mourn- 
ing for the old king and congratula- 
tions for the new, was printed by J. 
Green and J. Russell of Boston and 
formally transmitted to King George 
by the president and fellows of (he 
very college that was so soon after- 
ward to give shelter to General Wash- 
ington, and the officers of the Colonial 
army. 


The little book, copies of which can 


still be found in some of the libraries 
around 1'ostou, was most lavish in its 
praise of the dead monarch, George 
II.. as well an of his grandson and suc- 
cessor. 
The address of the president 


and fellows sounds most strangely to 
modern ears, ascribing as it does to 
lh" king, whose forces were soon to 
Tie fought and finally whipped, all the 
known graces and virtues.

th«'se complimentary phrases wore a 
part of tlie eliquolle of the day, which

broach, for, as even the stout old Eng 
lis'i Tory and dictionary maker.

After washing dishes the hands are 
well soaked, and it is a good time to 
give a few minutes to trimming and 
cleaning the nails and pushing back

] crescents and prevent hang nails. Nev- 


er use a hard instrument for cleaning 
the nails, as it roughens them and 
makes them much harder to keep 
clean. 


One ijceds n pair of curved nail scis- 


sors, a nailbrush and a flue nail file. 
If the nails arc brittle, rub a little oil 
or vaseline into them nt night After 
cutting tho nails rub the edges smooth 
with the file. 


If you wish to polish the nails, a pol- 


Jsher may be bought, or a piece of 
chamois skin will answer the purpose. 
There is a powder which helps the pol- 
ishing, but only a little should be used, 
putting a little cold cream or vaseline 
on the nail first and not rubbing hard 
enough to heat the nail. After this the 
hands should be washed to remove all 
the powder. 


If the hands are stained, tomato or 


lemon juice will usually remove it. 
When paring fruit, if strips of cotton 
arc wrapped about the forefinger and 
thumb they will prevent staining ami 
cutting also. Children should be taught 
while young to keep their hands tidy. 
The habit of caring for the hands and 
of brushing the teeth cannot be formed 
too young, for the effect will add much 
to the personal appearance of both 
child and adult. 


It is pointed out that in walking or 


running -the arms and legs produce a 
'balancing" like that of the reciprocat- 
ing and revolving parts of a locomo- 
tive. The movements of the legs react 
upon the trunk and tend to rotate it in

Well Known Bnceball Han Bra-red 


Danger In Indian Territory and 
Saved « Life When Whole Crew of 
Trainmen Had Lost Hope—Recom- 
mended For Annual Pan. 
Dick Coclcy in his day has been the 


heio of many a hard fought baseball 
battle, but now he is a hero in another 
waj;, according to a dispatch from 
Lawtou, Okla., to the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. He has saved a man's life 
by dragging him from a wrecked and 
burning emigrant car at the Imminent 
hazard of his own life after a whole 
crew of railroad men bad given the 
imperiled man up for lost and were 
standing helplessly aside, with blanch- 
ed and averted faces, waiting for the 
flames to do their work. It is a thrill- 
ing story, and it shows that the nu- 
merous and exciting crises ever re- 
curring in baseball games, the mimic 
triumphs and tragedies of the diamond, 
put something more into their heroes 
than merely the desire for a contract 
at a larger salary the following year. 


Cooley was on a hunting jaunt In the 


Indian Territory a few days ago. He 
was traveling on the Fort Sill branch 
of the Rock Island on an emigrant 
train and was keeping the conductor, 
an old friend, company in tbe caboose. 


7 When the train was bowling along 
near Apache, a thriving territory city, 
there was a sudden crash ahead, which 
was immediately succeeded by the 
sound of splintering timbers. The ca- 
boose was overturned, but the occu- 
pants fortunately escaped injury, and 
as soon as they could get out they hur- 
ried ahead to learn what had hap- 
pened. 


Three emigrant cars had gone off 


the track and fallen on their sides with 
n crash. Two of them contained only 
hdosehold goods. The other contained 


, jone, passenger, M. D. Williams, an In- 


diana farmer, who was taking bis 
household furniture down to the new 
"farm which he won in the recent draw- 
IBS -at Lawton. 


Williams had a lantern Ln his car, 


• and when the wreck occurred this lan- 


tern was broken, and, the oil igniting, 
flumes spread rapidly through the in- 
' terior of tho car. Williams was pinned 
down by a lot of furniture which fell 
on him when the car toppled over on 
Its side, and when Cooley and the other 
trainmen arrived they could hear his 
cries for succor issuing from within 
the burning car. They made two at- 
tempts to effect a rescue, but both 
times were forced to retreat before the 
smoke and flames. Finally one of the 
crew, who had worked very hard trj- 
Ing to get at Williams, turned to the 
others and said: 


"Boys, I guess we can't do anything 


more." 


They all stood still for a minute, look- 


ing at the burning mass, from which 
the cries of the pinioned man were still 
coming nt intervals. 


Cooley looked on for awhile and then 


came to the conclusion that he would 
make one more effort. Notwithstanding 
the admonitions of the trainmen he en- 
tered-the car and crawled along as best 


T, ho could over the debris which littered 


and obstructed the interior. The heat 
and smoke warned him of his danger, 
but he kept on and finally reached the 


~ point where Williams was held prison- 


er. Cooley worked fast and soon had 
one of Williams' arms free. The ball 
player quickly grasped this, and, brac- 
ing his feet against some debris, he 
gave a strong pull and by main force 
Bragged the man from beneath the pile 
"of wreckage. 


Cooley did not stop there. The flames 


- were getting dangerously close, and he 


was beginning to feel weak from the 


_t effects of the smoke he had been inhal- 


ing. 
As fast as he could he dragged 


Williams along behind him and soon 
had him on the outside.' As It turned 
out Williams could have got out unaid- 
ed after being released, as he had es- 
caped serious injury. Cooley, however, 
was under tine Impression that the man 
had been seriously injured, and he did 
not have time to ask questions. 


Williams was very grateful to his 


rescuer, who modestly accepted his 
thanks and the praise of the entire 
train crew. 


Trainmaster Sebree, who was pres- 


ent, has sent a recommendation to 
Rock Island headquarters that an an- 
nual pass over the road be issued to 
Cooley ac an evidence of the road's ap- 
preciation of heroism such aa this.

accumulated a fortune of $10,000,000, 
yet he was as indefatigable in busi- 
ness as he was when a clerk. lie rose 
every morning at 4 o'clock, had hia 
breakfast at 4.45. At 5:15, summer and 
winter, rain or shine, he took an open 
carriage and drove through Central 
park, accompanied by a secretary, who 
read him the papers. As it was often 
dark on these drives, aa electric light, 
supplied by a small storage battery, 
was curried. lie was at his desk in his 
store sit 7 o'clock and stayed there un- 
til 0. He was an indefatigable worker 
pnd set a pace that kept every 
about him busy. When his day's work 
was over, on his way home Mr. Rouss' 
secretary read him the evening papers. 
Pleasures he had none, according to his 
own story, except one, and that was 
standing on the back of a street car 
and throwing pennies to the newsboys. 
The police requested him to desist from 
this pastime. 


Mr. Rouss was proud of his eccen- 


tricities. He wore a twelve dollar suit 
of clothes, advocated phonetic spelling 
and was fond of homely music. Most 
every Sunday evening he had his em- 
ployees at his Fifth avenue home, 
where he would entertain them with a 
concert in the evening, selecting his 
own tunes, which were largely Moody 
and Sankey hymns, although "The Lit- 
tle Brown Jug" invariably found a 
place on the programme. 


He was always a true friend to his 


comrades In arms. One of them came 
to New i'ork to buy goods several 
years ago, and when the merchant 
learned who he was he declined to ac- 
cept payment for a purchase of sev- 
eral hundred dollars. The buyer 9g 
clined to accept them as a gift, and 
after as much negotiation as though 
Mr. Rouss were driving a bargain the 
old comrade agreed to take the mer- 
chandise at cost. When the country 
merchant returned home, he received 
with his goods a tea set. In the teapot 
was a package containing the money 
which he had paid for his merchandise. 


Mr. Rouss gave the sum of $100,000 


with which to erect in Richmond, Va., 
a memorial chapel to those who sacri- 
ficed their lives for the lost cause. He 
gave $35,000 to found an art scholar- 
ship for the University of Virginia. 
The town of Winchester received sev- 
e.^al large benefactions at his hands. 
HeNgave funds to the merchants when 
a p.irt of the town was destroyed by 
fire. .He gave Winchester waterworks 
at a «.V>st of $30,000 and a town hall. 
To the '•city of New York he gave the 
Washington and Lafayette statue, and 
in Mount JHope cemetery he erected a 
monumentVo the memory of Confeder- 
ate 


"Dr. Mlnot J. Sarn^p, the Tveil known 
Unitarian minister in New York, writ- 
ing on spiritualism in Amslcc's Maga- 
zine for March, says: 


I am now to detail u little experience 


which seems to ine to have about it cer- 
tain features which are very unusual 
and therefore worthy of special re- 
marks. Never In my life until my son 
died two years ago did I attempt to get 
into communication with any special 
person at any sitting held with any 
medium. I have always taken the atti- 
tude of a student trying to solve the 
general problem involved. On two or 
three occasions, howeier, within the 
last two years I have tried to see if I 
could get anything that appeared to be 
a message from my boy. He died two 
years ago last June, at the age of thir- 
ty-one. I was having a sitting with 
Mrs. Piper. My son ch- lined to be pres- 
ent. Excluding for the moment all oth- 
er things, I wish definitely to outline 
this one little experience. At the time 
of his death lie v. as occupying a room 
with a medical student and an old per- 
sonal friend on Joy street, in Boston. 
lie hud moved there from n room he 
occupied on Beacon street since I had 
visited him, so that I had never been 
in his present room. I knew nothing 
about it -olmtever and could not even 
have guessed as to anything concern- 
Ing it which he might say: 


lie said: "Papa, I want you to go at 


once to my room. Look in my drawer, 
and jou will find there a lot of loose 
papers. Among them are some which I 
wish you to take and destroy at once." 
lie would not he satisfied until I had 
promised to do this. Mrs. Piper, re- 
member, was in a dead trance at tho 
time, and her hand was writing. She 
had no personal acquaintance with my 
son and, so far ns I know, had ncner 
seen him. I sxibmit that this reference 
to loose notes and papers which for 
some unknown reason he was anxious 
to have destroyed is something which 
would be beyond the runge of guess- 
work, even had Mrs. Piper been con- 
scious. 


Though my hoy and 1 had been Inti- 


mate heart friends all our lives, this re 
quest was utterly inexplicable to me. 
It did not e'son enter into my mind to 
give a wild guess as to what he meant 
or why he wanted this thing done. I 
went, however, to his room, searched 
his drawer, gathered up nil the loo.-ie 
papers, looked through them and at 
once saw the meaning arid importance 
of what he had asked me to do. There 
were thiiiju; which he had jotted down 
and trusted to the privacy of his draw- 
er which he would not have had made 
public for the world. 


VOGUE OF COLORED SHIRTS 


Stripes to Be Pcrpciitltonlar mid 


Smaller For the Coming Scnttoii. 
"The colored shirt for men's wear 


proves to be ns lusting in Its vogue as 
its colors are represented to be by the

"Tho spring tlibplaj-, however, shows 


some modification In style as to color, 
the stripes being perpendicular as here 
toforc.
